CP, USA-TOPLEV, ISC. NY SIX NINE FOUR DASH S. REBUTEL APRIL TEN LAST 
IN CAPTIONED MATTER AUTHORIZING NY SIX NINE FOUR -DASH S TO TELEPHON- 
ICALLY CONTACT MORRIS CHILDS. ON APRIL FIFTEEN INSTANT NY SIX 
NINE FOUR DASH S WAS INTERVIEWED BY SAS ROBERT C. BURNS AND JOHN 
H. KLEINKAUF AND ADVISED THAT HE .HAD RECENTLY ‘RECEIVED TWO LETTERS 
FROM MORRIS CHILDS INDICATING THAT CHILDS IS PRESENTLY IN’ A SUIT- 
ABLE FRAME OF MIND WHICH WOULD MAKE HIM -RECEPTIVE TO A CONTACT BY 
BUREAU AGENTS. INFORMANT IN PRESENCE OF INTERVIEWING AGENTS TELE-

In a telephone conversation beginning at 4:34 P.m. 
4-16-52 SA JOHN H. ,KLEIN£AUP of the New York olfioe 
furnished the -following Information to the writer? 

New York is sending a teletype to the Director and 
Chicago pertaining to developments in instant matter. 
NY- 694- S called MORRIS CHILDS at about 1 p.m. ESI, 
April 15, 1952. At this time the Informant discussed 
with MORRIS CHILDS the possibility of MORRIS CHILDS 
■ being contacted by Agent CARL N. PREYMAN of the Chi- 
cago office. It Is to be noted that the Informant 
used the pronunciation FREEMAN in his telephone call 
to MORRIS CHILDS. 

MORRIS CHILDS advised the informant that he would be 
willing to receive SA PREYMAN on a friendly basis and 
the informant told MORRIS CHILDS that PREYMAN would 
contact him telephonica'lly within the next day or two. 

» 

Prior to the telephone call to MORRIS CHILDS, the in- 
formant exhibited a couple of letters to .New York 
agents on which the Informant ,had based the idea that 
MORRIS .CHILDS would be receptive to an Interview by 
Bureau .agents. 

It was suggested by -SA MLEINKAUF that the Initial 
contacts with CHILDS be on a 11 social level". He also 
advisee that MORRIS CHILDS had expressed the desire 
that one hundred percent security be achieved in con- 
nection with the 'contacts of SA PREYMAN with MORRIS 
CHILDS. MORRIS CHILDS also advised 1 the Informant that 
it would be necessary for any contacts betwfeen MORRIS 
CHILDS and SA PREYMAN to fit in with the physical con- 
dition of MORRIS CHILDS. 
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SA KLEINKALF specifically requested that In connection 
]With ell contacts "with MORRIS CHILLS, SA FREMMAN be 
particularly alert to the danger that MORRIS CHILIS 
might become aware that NY-694-S was furnishing infor- 
mation to the Bureau. He stated that MORRIS CHILLS 
is under the impression that the contacts of the 
informant with the 'Bureau are entirely of a business 
nature and nothing must be done, said, .or intimated 
which would cause .HOHBIS CHILLS to think otherwise. 

In' this respect BA KLEINKALF -requested -that information 
furnished by UY-694-S not be used as a basis of dis- 
cussion with MORRIS CHILDS unless It can be done -In 
such a manner a.s to definitely indicate that the In- 
formation was obtained -from some source other than 
NY-694-S. 



According to SA KLEINKALF, there has been no definite 
commitment made to MORRIS CHILLS that he would not be 
interviewed by more than one agent of the Bureau. 

•SA KLEINKALF advised that the “New York offloe has 
assumed that there would probably be another agent 
present during contacts with MORRIS -CHILLS. He stated 
that the Informant and the New York office have no 
objection to 2 men being present. ' SA KLEINKALF • 
stated, however, that it would probably be advisable 
for SA FREYMAN to contact MORRIS CHILLS without being 
accompanied by another: agent during the first several 
contacts. He said, however, that this was something 
for the Chicago office to decide and that it was en- 
tirely all right to determine MORRIS CHILLS' attitude 
in this regard at the time SA FREYMAN first calls 
MORRIS CHILDS by Indicating that another agent would 
accompany SA .FREYMAN and then acting in accordance 
with R ORRIS CHILLS' reaction. ** 

SA KLEIN K AH F suggested that In the first/cohtaCt ^ 
with MORRIS CHILDS no reference to the Bureau he made 
'but that rather MORRIS CHILDS be advised of the name 
of the person calling and then a reference be made to 
the teleohone call that MORRIS CHILDS had received 
from New York on April 15, 1952 ♦

It is noted that referenced teletype advised the 
Bureau that CHILDS is presently in bad physical con- 
dition due to .a "heart ailment and complications and 
.for that .reason subsequent interviews would necessajrily 
have to be conducted at times when CHILDS' health was 
such as he could speak to the agent. 

On April 19., 1952 the writer telephonlcsLly contacted 
CHILDS at his residence to inquire concerning his 
health -following the interview of April -18, 1952* 

CHILDS was friendly and appreciative of the call and 
told the agent that he had suffered a severe physical 
and mental reaction as a result of the contact. He 
advised the writer that this condition commonly occurred 
after he had had company or otherwise engaged in rather 
lengthy conversation and for that reason he told the 
agent that he should not feel that his interview had 
caused his present physical condition. CHILDS .at the 
same time advised -that as a result of many such .attacks 
over a period of several years and particularly since 
the agent impressed upon .him the Ikeen interest of the 
Bureau in matters pertaining to information in his 
possession, he -felt that interviews with the writer 
should be conducted as rapidly as possible because, 
as he put It, he wantea to give the information "to the 
Bureau for whatever action was deemed advisable before 
something might happen to him due to his physical con- 
dition. For that reason he asked the agent to contact 
him on the morning of .April 21, 1952 to determine 
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whether or rot he is in condition to fee interviewed 
on that date, The agent raised the question with 
CH T LD'S as t o h is fe e ling wl t h regard’ t o :ma king 
available to him the use of a dictaphone in order 
•that he might record such matters as oc burred to him 
at times when his physical condition permitted him to 
speak. CHILDS 1 reaction to the suggestion was .favor- 
able but he made the ccrranent that he woulo "prefer to 
use a tape or wire recorder because it was easy to 
operate and he was .familiar with its operation. He 
commented further that approximately a .month ago he 
had requested his brother in New York (NY-&94-S) to, 
if possible-, make such a recorder available for his 
use but to date his brother had been unsuccessful in 
obtaining same. The agent told CHUBS that he would 
explore the possibilities locally and would discuss 
the "matter -in greater .detail on the occasion of his 
next visit. 

Following the above conversation the agent made inde- 
pendent inquiries in the office concerning the advis- 
ability of ’using the dictaphones .available in this 
office. It was .determined that the dictaphones can 
be used to record approximately five typewritten pages 
.of conversation which in length of time would record 
approximately one-half hour of dictation. There are 
certain complications in the use of such equipment, 
particularly in reference to use by an individual who 
is not familiar with its operation.. ’CHUBS has indi- 
cated that he is not familiar with the operation of 
dictaphone equipment and has expressed preference for 
the .use -of a wire -recorder. It is possible that such 
equipment if furnished to CHILDS woulo possibly be 
satisfactory to him. The question as to whether the 
dictaphone equipment presently available to this office 
should be made available to CHILDS is a matter for the 
determination of the SAC-. It is believed that if the 
Bureau or the SAC do not desire the office equipment 
to be used by ‘CHUBS, that this .equipment could possibly 
be rented for a nominal sum from an office supply house. 

It is the belief of the agent that the only reason for 
the use of recording equipment of .any type insofar as 
CHILDS is concerned would be to Have It available to 
him at all times when -he would be phyaical-ly fit to 
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use the equipment; and that the' equipment should he 
furnished him for his use on a 2k hour heals rather 
than on a basis of the -time 'during which the interviews 
are conducted by the agent. 

With regard to the use of 'the wire or 'tape recorder,, 
the writer has determined that no such equipment is 
available -in the office. The 'writer consulted BA 
.HAGGERTY who .advised that he has a relative who is in 
a position to possibly supply the Webcor Wie Recorder 
in the .event .such equipment is desired for rental 
purposes. BA .HAGGERTY advised that he is familiar 
with the operation of this equipment and stated that 
it is easy to operate and portable. It is the opinion 
of $A HAGGERTY that the wire recorder has definite 
advantages that .are not present in the use :of dicta- 
phone equipment in connection with the uses contem- 
plated by CHILES. 

It should be noted that if authority is obtained for 
the use .of a wire recorder by CHILDS on a '2k hour 
basis, that it will be necessary to rent an additional 
unit for the use of the .office for transcription pur- 
poses * 

The matter of security has been given attention and it 
is believed that Insofar as visitors to .CHILDS 1 resi- 
dence are concerned, that adequate security can be 
provided. He has told the writer that in approximately 
a year and a half .of his residence in Chicago he has been 
visited by only two national functionaries of the Com- 
.munist Party. These individuals telephonic ally contacted 
him prior to t'h.eir visit to his residence. In the event 
'CB T LDS would have such visitors his housing quarters are 
amply adequate to handle the 'safety of such equipment. 

It is believed that if Bureau authority is obtalneo to 
provide CHILDS with either the dictaphone or a wire 
recorder, that such equipment could either be rented 
by CHI IDS or by the agent personally without any secur- 
ity risks. In the event an office dictaphone is pro- 
vided to CHILDS, it is believed that the serial numbers 
identifying the equipment with this office could be 
removed and that thusly security would be provided.

vj 1952. The informant met SA CARL N. FREYMAN at the door 
vf and was friendly and the first part of the meeting was 

onducted in the informant's bedroom. He indicated that 
e had a restful night and that his health of recent date 
ad given him some encouragement for the future. 

he agent asked the informant whether there were any 
JVNquastions or suggestions that he desired to propound. 
V\\Hfi advised that his problems were about the same and

Concerning inward battle above referred to, the informant 
said that he could understand the Bureau’s view that his 
potential value might be greatly increased provided he 
did not openly break with the Party, but he advised that 
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he was haying difficulty in placing the overall benefit that 
might accrue ahead of personal friendships with individuals 
who are acquainted with his political views. He said that he 
is disturbed because he has made some new non-Party friends 
who have befriended him In time cf need, providing financial 
assistance and encouragement, who would necessarily become 
aware of any open Party activities on the part of the informant. 

The Informant also repeated that he would insist on making some 
explanation to his wife and son in the Immediate future in the 
event that it was decided upon that he would attempt to openly 
become active in the Party* He reiterated that he was not 
declining in any way to consider reactivation but merelyYwas 
restating the problems involved. He added that any proposed 
reactivation plan must be carefully and slowly made and every 
angle must be considered before a positive step is taken. 

CG-5824-JS then repeated that in his opinion and based upon his 
reading of testimony and books by former Communists the public 
and the Bureau appear to be confused concerning the visits of 
individual comrades to Russia relative to the meanings of these 
visits and whether or not they are of political significance. 

He stated that the Average man who goes to Russia has no know- 
ledge of the Russian system of espionage or training of Communists 
on an international scale. This individual is sent to Russia for 
a specific purpose and while in Russia is restricted in his con- 
tacts and only has information regarding the specific training 
or purpose for which he is sent. Generally speaking, such an 
individual can furnish little Information concerning the activities 
of any other Individual who is then in Russia other than to pos- 
sibly identify the Individual being there or to possibly furnish ^ 
some information in the event the other individual is undertaking 
the same general training as the person furnishing the information* \ 

The informant stated that the above statements are made concerning 
his personal knowledge of the way things were handled in Russia 
during the lata 1920 *s and early 1930'S, but it is his belief that 
the same conditions were prevalent subsequent to the dates of which 
he has personal knowledge. He stated that he was referring 
specifically to the manner in which students at the Lenin School, 
the Russian Institute, and the Moscow University were handled* 
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The informant then asked the agent if he or the Bureau was aware 
of why he, the informant, was given authority while in Russia 
such as other Americans were not given* Without waiting a reply, 
the informant answered his own inquiry by saying that he would 
give the complete explanation as to how he had so much, authority 
over other American students while in Russia on the occasion of 
a subsequent interview* Be added that many students while in 
Russia used fictitious names and that the Russians encouraged 
this practice and even told the students to use fictitious names 
of other students so that at times the same name was being used 
by two or three students then in Russia* This practice was 
encouraged by the Russians to spread confusion In reporting 
information on specific individuals*

The informant then brought up the name of WILLIAM WEINER, describ- 
ing him as an Important person in the Communist movement in this 
country, but added that WBINER’s Russian connections were not great* 
He Indicated that WEINER had little or no formal Marxist education 
in Russia* He stated that he knows WEINER *s Communist Party history 
in detail and will elaborate on this at a later date* 

The discussion then centered about WILLIAM Z, FOSTER and the 
attitude of the Russian Communists toward FOSTER* The Informant 
said that FOSTER is not wholly trusted by the Russians because 
of his previous political and general background prior to his 
entering into the Communist Party movement* The informant then 

f enerallsed on the struggle among national Communist Party leaders 
or Russia n su pport and for leadership in the Communist Party 
between FOSTER and EARL BROWDER Which, according to the Informant, 
existed for many years* The informant described BROWDER as a 
more intelligent Individual than FOSTER and as an individual 
more completely trusted by the Russians due to his excellent 
Marxist background* Be said that FOSTER lacks leadership qualities 
and a satisfactory Marxist background* 

Describing the FOSTER-BROWDER struggle for power in the Communist 
Party - USA In the early 1940’s which reached its peak following 
the publication of the Duclos Letter, the informant said that 
EUGENE DENNIS played an important part in the struggle and until 
the Duclos Letter, DENNIS gave support to the BROWDER faction* 



The informant advised that DENNIS sold out 
and to the pro-Russian 




FOSTER faction 
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leadership of the Communist Party - USA immediately on the 
publication of the Duclos Letter and became the leader of the 
Communist Party attack of BROWDER, 

When FOSTER took the leadership of the Communist Party - USA 
in 1945, according to the informant, DENNIS became aware of 
his, DENNIS 1 , vulnerable position insofar, as his close BROWDER 
tie was known to FOSTER, For that reason DENNIS was Instrumental 
In maneuvering the transfer of OIL GREEN, a FOSTER man, to 
Chicago as District No, 8 Chairman and brought the Informant 
. to New York to strengthen his position, DENNIS gradually won 
\ the favor of FOSTER and began a campaign to do a job on the 

\ Informant in his "Daily Worker” position because of DENNIS* 

\ suspicion that the Informant had strong BROWDER leanings and 
boljlofs § 

The climax of the factional dispute insofar as the Informant was 
concerned began in 1946 following a speech by HENRY WALLACE at 
which WALLACE, who had previously been supported by the "Worker," 
made an open attack on the Communist Party, The informant said 
that In preparing the editorial concerning the WALLACE speech 
he, the informant, took the position that WALLACE should not be 
attacked by the Party, but instead the Party should as a matter 
of strategy set forth its continued support of WALLACE because 
of his, WALLACE’S, advocacy of peace and International cooperation 
and because of WALLACE’S general social program. The informant 
wrote his editorial concerning the WALLACE speech along the lines 
set forth above, but FOSTER ordered a direct attack on WALLACE 
and this attack so appeared In the "Daily Worker" with the 
Informant, of course, being responsible In the eyes of the Party 
for writing the editorial. In December, 19^, at a National 
Committee meeting, the informant’s views and editorial policy 
were attacked by a group of Committee members including PETER 
C ACC HI ONE, SCHNEIDERMAN, BEN DAVIS, and others, after which 
DENNIS delivered a somewhat conciliatory speech concerning the 
problems of the editor of the "Daily Wbrker" and FOSTER at the 
last minute admitted that he had ordered the strategy and editorial 
concerning the WALLACE speech. The informant nevertheless said 
that as a result of the activities of the DENNIS faction, the die 
was east and DENNIS placed his man, JOHN OATES, as editor of the 
"Daily Worker" because their views were closer on strategy than 
were the views of DENNIS and the informant. 
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The Informant then repeated certain matters pertaining to his 
visit to Moscow in 19 H7 to report on the Big Four Foreign 
Ministers Conference then in progress* He stated that he did 
get around to talk with certain people and will coyer the 
details of his findings during later discussions* 

The informant then as a result of inquiry made specific stater 
stents concerning the status of BEN DAVIS* He described DAVIS 
as completely lacking in Marxist training, as strictly an 
opportunist, and as an Individual whose morals were tolerated 
by the Party because he is a Negro and because he was formerly 
a prominent Negro having been elected to the City Council of 
New York* The informant advised that DAVIS* egotistical views 
have caused numerous altercations between other leading Negro 
comrades in the national setup including RAT HANSBOROUGH, now 
deceased* who was described by the Informant as a leading theo- 
retical Marxist* The informant said that as a result of HANS- 
BOROUGH’S illness and bad treatment during his Illness by the Party, 
he, the Informant, knows that HANSBOROUGH* s wife, ROMANIA FERGUSON, 
who was described as one of the top Negro women Communists in the 
country, is very bitter* The informant stated that he was close 
to HANSBOROUOH and his wife and personally knows of the wife’s 
feelings toward certain Communist Party national leaders* 

DOXEY WILKINSON was briefly discussed and the Informant stated 
that WILKINSON is primarily a scholar but in his opinion Is 
somewhat of an opportunist although he believes that WILKINSON 
origi n al l y became interested in the Parly because he believed 
the Party offered the Negro greater opportunities* It Is the 
informant's opinion that WILKINSON will eventually come to 
realise that the Communist Party is not acting in the interest 
of his race, but instead is using his race in the Interest of ' 
Communism* 

The informant briefly mentioned that he has closely followed the 
newspaper accounts and other information available which indicates 
that the government has always considered J* PETERS as a fabulous 
character in the history of the Communist Party - USA and in 
international Communist activity# The informant said that he 
would go into great detail on this individual and his activities 
as he knew them, but said that PETERS in the 1930 ’s was a much 
more important person than he was in the 19 * 40 ’s and that as the 
years progressed, PETERS' prestige and authority dwindled to 
almost a negative state* 
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The informant made brief comments concerning WHITTAKER CHAMBERS, 
mentioning that CHAMBERS was an important man for a few years 
among a small group of people and was engaged in Important work. 

This statement was made by the informant during a general discus- 
sion as to the scope of information that the informant might have 
in his possession, and it Is believed the above remark referring 
to CHAMBERS was made with the specific purpose of implying that 
he. the informant, believed he had Information of a broader scope 
ana of better quality than did CHAMBERS. 

At 1*30 PM, the informant advised that he desired the agent to 
remain and have lunch with him and to continue discussions there- 
after. It is pointed out that throughout the morning the agent 
constantly made inquiry concerning the informant’s health and 
made suggestions that the conversation should not be extended 
over any great period of time. To all these suggestions the 
Informant Indicated that he felt quite well that morning and 
desired to continue discussions and further that he would advise 
the agent as soon as he felt the Interview should be terminated. 

The afternoon session was devoted to matters relating to a coming 
to a meeting of minds concerning problems Involving reactivation, 
health, and personal problems of the informant. The following 
matters were specifically discussed* 

1. Health, and future medical cara 

It was agreed that for security reasons an abrupt break with the 
informant’s present Party physician, Dr. SOLOMON PEARLMAN, should 
be avoided. It was felt that at the proper time, in perhaps a 
month or two. the informant can lay a proper foundation with 
PEARLMAN to bring in a new non-Party heart specialist. 

2. Assurances of •confidential and secure handling of Information 

f urnlahad 

The informant said that he believes that real progress has been made 
as a result of discussions in satisfying him in the ability of the 
Bureau to afford him maximum security with regard to information 
furnished. He also expressed some pleasure in the progress being 
made to reach a common understanding concerning the problems involved 
and the best way to attack the Communist Party as well as Russian 
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Communist imperialism* He advised that prior to discussing 
specific matters, he wants to be assured that the understanding 
between him and the Bureau is such that once he begins to furnish 
information he will never have to come to a point where he feels 
that he should have to withhold any information* He reiterated 
that his confidence in the Bureau Itself could be greatly 
strengthened if a high Bureau official was at least an oral 
witness to some of the more Important preliminary matters being 
discussed* The agent explained to him that high Bureau officials 
are being kept advised in detail of the discussions now in 
and further that the Special Agent in Charge is personally 
of all matters being discussed* 

The Informant then said that with regard to information he could 
think of one matter which is particularly important and if it 
would be mishandled could not only Identify him but could be used 
in the wrong way by either newspapers or magazines, and for that 
reason he would feel better if definite personal assurance was 
received by him from a high Bureau official concerning the 
intention of the Bureau in handling this information from a 
purely intelligence standpoint or for investigative purposes*

It was agreed that for the time being at least discussions would 
necessarily have to continue at the Informant's residence because 
of his health. Later efforts will be made to wor 
wherein meetings will be held at places believed 
in hotels outside the loop, or in the alternative 
meetings can be arranged.

It was agreed that telephone contacts would be limited to general 
matters re health, etc* , and that no names would be mentioned* 

It should be explained that the Informant has access to a party 
line and this matter was discussed in detail* It is the informant's 
opinion that he should not make efforts to obtain a single line 
because the telephone is not in his name and if he should request 
a single line, certain explanations would have to be made. 



The possibility of visitors at the Informant's residence was dis 
cussed and the agent, was told that he has few visitors, but it 
was agreed advisable' that when national functionaries of the

for meetings, contacts between the agent and the informant 
should be avoided* 

The use of a wire recorder only during periods in which discus- 
sions are being held with the agent was brought up and the 
informant believes that the use of such equipment might be 
advisable if security can be maintained. It should be noted 
that at the present time the Informant speaks with effort and 
that he does not care to repeat Ms statements because it 
involves added exertion.

The informant insists that he must lay the groundwork for reactiva- 
tion by settling certain matters with Ms wife and son by a personal 
and confidential contact at Miami, Florida*, He expressed a desire 
to make such a trip for tMs purpose in possibly two weeks if Ms 
health permits and stated that he can either travel by plane or 
train, but that it would be more comfortable to travel by Stratoliner 
because of the time element and because the ordinary discomforts 
of travel could be avoided by plane travel* In the event he makes 
tMs trip, the informant advised that he would probably remain about \ 
two weeks. Further discussions re the trip were deferred for the I 
time being* ,

The informant has adopted a realistic approach to tMs matter, but 1 
at the same time has advised the agent to recall that prior to the 
mention of money, he had agreed to furnish information in Ms pos- 
session* His reason for willingness to discuss the money angle is 
presently based on certain matters that have been raised during the 
discussions, particularly in reference to reactivation and to 
agreement to defer writing Ms book. No specific amounts of 
remuneration have been discussed, The informant has advised that 
he is presently $*f,000 in debt for medical advancements made by 
friends and relatives. His father is presently in the hospital 
undergoing specialist treatments for Ms eyes. Recent checks

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Re Captain MAX SCHLOSSBERG, Serial No. 0-1182701 (brother 
of SYLVIA SCHLOSSBERO, owner of premises where informant 



The informant raised another matter which has occurred to him and 
which is causing him great concern. Specifically, he stated that 
he is worried about possible consequences that may impair the 
future in the United States Amy of Captain MAX SCHLOSSBERO 
resulting from Ms relationship with Ms sister, SYLVIA SCHLOSS- 
BERO, and because of the Informant's residence at the home of 
SYLVIA SCHLOSSBERO. He said that he was worried because MAX 
SCHLOSSBERO, as well as no member of Ms family with the exception 
of SYLVIA SCHLOSSBERO. has never had any Communist Party affilia- 
tion or any pro-Soviet views. 

The Informant advised that SYLVIA SCHLOSSBERO had made an Inward 
break with the Communist Party and her pro-Soviet views at about 
the time of the Soviet- Nazi marriage in 1939* He stated that she 
possibly registered with the CommuMst Party in 1940, but he had 
personal knowledge that she was not registered during the years 
subsequent to that time. Her main activity during the war was 
in the JAFRC and the informant advised that SYLVIA SCHLOSSBERG 
did do some leg work and clerical work for him in behalf of the 
CommuMst Party up until 19^ and 19H5* 



The informant advised that in 1944- SYLVIA SCHLOSSBERO married ED 
STARR and divorced Mm during 1946. One of the reasons she 
divorced ED STARR was because he could not share her anti-Soviet 
views. 



The Informant advised that SYLVIA SCHLOSSBERO has not been active 
in the CommuMst Party since probably 1945 although she has main- 
tained her contact with some close personal comrade friends for 
personal reasons, but she in no way shares their political belief 
nor is she under their influence. The informant advised that MAX 
SCHLOSSBERO was instrumental in Influencing Ms sister that the 
Soviet cause was wrong and in bringing her around to her present 
anti- Soviet views. The Informant described SYLVIA SCHLOSSBERG as 
presently being violently anti-Soviet and anti-CommuMst and 
completely in conformance with the informant's political beliefs. 
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The above Information concerning MAX SCHLOSSBERG was furnished 
to the Bureau by separate communication captioned above on 
April 29, 1952, because CIC had made Inquiry concerning MAX 
SCHLOSSBERG of the Chicago Office as recently as April, 1952, 
at which time CIC was furnished information to the effect no 
active investigation had ever been conducted on MAX SCHLOSSBERG 
and further that Chicago had no pertinent information concerning 
him with the exception of the Communist Party activity of his 
sister, SYLVIA SCHLOSSBERG. This information was furnished to 
the Bureau for whatever action it might deem advisable because 
it was felt that f lrst of all CIC should be advised of the latest 
Information concerning SCHLOSSBERG in fairness to him and further 
because it was felt that should anything happen In the way of 
Jeopardising SCHLOSSBERG 1 s military career, this action might 
result in Jeopardising the potential of the informant 1 concern- 
ing future reactivation, 

At 3 1 15 PM, the Informant complained of pains in the region of 
his heart and the interview was immediately terminated, but the 
agent remained until 3*57 PM to assist the Informant. As the 
agent departed, the Informant had taken certain medicants and 
was lying down. He appeared to be in pain but nevertheless he 
minimised the attack. 

As a result of his physical condition, the agent advised the 
Informant that he would insist that future discussions be 
strictly limited to time because in the agent's opinion the 
attack ms brought on because of the length of the interview* 

On April 29 and April 30, telephonic contact was had with the 
informant and he appeared to have recovered from the attack 
of April 28, He, in fact, on April 30, requested the agent 
to contact him briefly for certain suggestions he might have 
concerning the steel strike* 

Evaluation of Interview of April 28 and Plans for Future 



The informant's general demeanor during the above interview 
gave the agent the Impression of a desire to aid the Bureau 
In every way possible consistent with the condition of his 
health* 
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He has certain problems as set out abova, which must be resolved 
as soon as possible, and, of course, Improvement of health should 
be the primary concern- In any program of action* It is believed 
that the material generally discussed with the informant regard- 
ing the inner Party factionalism, Russian educational institutions, 
and his intimate knowledge of individual leaders of the Communist 
Party is indicative of the quality of information in his possession 
He has a keen, analytical mind of Marxist theory and Communist 
strategy as well as the manner in which the Russians are thinking 
and in that connection could be useful in the future* The monetary 
approach, though he appears to want to give the impression that it 
has not caused him to plan a course of future action, is believed 
to definitely appeal to him* 

In connection with the improvement of the informant's health, 
this office in the next few days will contact reliable heart 
specialists concerning the possibility of the improvement of 
his health and an effort will be made to ascertain the most 
prominent specialists in the field* 

In the matter of the use of a wire recorder* it is believed 
advisable to use it only during Interviews if it can be found 
-that the equipment is portable and can be taken in and out of 
the premises with security* inquiry is being made by this 
office concerning the possible rental of such equipment or 
the cost if such equipment must be purchased* This is being 
done as per Bureau request and the Bureau will be advised of 
the details concerning rental cost and security ‘and authority 
will be requested for the use of such technical equipment if 
this office feels that the use is warranted* 

Concerning the Informant's proposed trip to Florida, it is 
believed that he will continue to Insist on a personal contact 
with his wife and son* If authority for the payment of this 
individual is received from the Bureau as requested in Chicago 
letter of April 25, it is believed that no financial offer for 
the payment of expenses In connection with .this trip will be 
made to the informant* It is the plan of this office, if the 
Informant insists on explaining possible future activities to 
his wife and son, to attempt to get him to conceal any possible 
connection he may have with the Bureau from his wife and son 
and to lay the groundwork for possible future reactivation with 
his wife and son along general lines to the effect that they are 
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cognizant of his present general political views, that these views 
have not changed, that he has decided to follow a course consistent 
with hi3 views, and that despite anything they night see or hear 
about him, they should trust in his good judgment and should recall 
his true statement to them that lie has not changed his political 
views* Ha will be instructed that he should tell his wife and son 
that they must keep his statements to them in confidence and that 
he cannot further amplify his explanation at the present tine* 

It is the plan of this office to continue the discussions with 
this informant along general lines for at least one or two 
Additional contacts and at the same time to attempt to resolve 
his personal problems and to satisfy him concerning security, etc. 
This plan is being followed because the informants remarks have 
indicated a favorable reaction to the above procedure and it is 
presently not believed advisable to ask him to furnish information 
on specific matters before he indicates he is ready to follow this 
course* An effort is being made to make the informant think along 
the lines of furnishing information now in his possession and let 
the problem of reactivation for the future; however, he has 
indicated that he believes that the matters are Interlocked and 
that prior ’ to specific discussion hd wants to arrive at definite 
agreement concerning all phases of the proposed plan of action*

All of the natters contained in relets have been handled with the 
exception of the suggested notification to G-2 of current data on Sylvia and 
Max Schlossberg. According to CG 5824-S, Max Schlossberg has never been active 
in the Communist Party, but due to the Party connections of his sister, Sylvia, 
Max may be dismissed from the Army or administrative action may be taken against 
him. 



According to CG 5824-S, Sylvia Schlossberg has not had any sympathy 
.for the Communist Party since 1940 and the files of your office fall to 
reflect any Party association since 1945* For your information, in reply to 
a request from G-2 in 1950, a memorandum on Sylvia Schlossberg based upon 
Information submitted by your office vas furnished to that Agency. 



There is no main file on Max Schlossberg and it is possible that a 
name check on him vas received from the Army at the same time. The Bureau 
could ascertain from G-2 whether any action has been taken or is , contemplated 
against Max Schlossberg, but in view of the status of the reactivation 0 
CG 5&24-S, it is believed no contact vith G-2 should be made at this t

Rebutel to Chicago dated Kay 2, 1952, authorizing the contacts of 
the above informant by KY-694-S* 

In connection with the visit of RT-694-S with 00-5824- on Kay 6 and 
7, 1952, the Row York Informant made contact with SA CARL K. FREYMAH 
and was interviewed on the evening of Kay 6 from 9 to 12 p.m, 

SY-694-S reported that during the day he had a long talk with 00- 
5624-s who expra aed satisfaction with the agent with whom he had 
been in contact and also with the agent* a basic knowledge of the 
political situation* CO -5824- S indicated to the informant that 
he was also satisfied with the general progress made to date to 
aecure a basic understanding and plan of action* The informant told 
NY-694-S that he intended to give the Bureau everything and NY-694-S 
told the interviewing agent that CO-5824-S probably has more infor- 
mation than any person the Bureau has ever been in contact with both , 
on a national and International setup as a result of more than thirty . 
years of activity in the Communist Party. 

According to NY-694-*V C0-5824-S is seriously considering reactiva- 
tion and in that connection was counseled by RY-694-S along the lines 
that at the present time an open break With the party would not be 
opportune or effective in connection with what C0-5824-S has in mind. 
NY-694-S advised that he had suggested to C0-5824-S that a much better 
plan would be for him to stay covered for a period of years and then 
at the right moment an exposure could be made. RY-694-f advised that 
it was his opinion that C0-5824-S had reacted favorably to his sug- 
gestion* 

According to RY-694-S, the main hurdle that must be overcome insofar 
as agreement regarding reactivation of CO-5‘24-5 is concerned, 'S to 
convlnoe this informant on the secure handling of the information he 
will fumlshj thue, insuring to informant maximum personal security* 
KY-694-S explained that 00-5824*5 places such Importance on the 
matter of security because he knows how the communist Party operates 
and also how the Russians operate and how effective their efforts are 
in obtaining information even in government circles. HY-694-B was 
of the opinion that if the SAC gave .00-5824-5 at least his personal, 
oral assurance of maximum security that this assurance would have an 
almost immediate result of stewing informant’s agreement to re-

now bn trial in New v 0 rk and occupies a nigh enough Communist 
Party position to have been .warned to keep away from NY-&94-S 
by the Party if there was shy ill feeling existing between the 
Party, NY-694-S, and CG-5824-S. 

On the matter of money, NY-694-S advised that it waa a touchy

He 
advised should CG-5824-S sgree to reactivity and make attempts 
to do so# then NY-694-3 must also follow the tame course of re- 
activation* NY-694-3 said that he personally has definitsly

NY-694-S advised that following his return to New York, he in- 
tended to contact WItLIA M LAWRENCE and possibly one or two other 
friends of CG-5824-3 and to Indicate that he had seen this person 
and to make acme short remarks concerning his health* By doing 
so# the Informant believes that he may in this manner begin to 
open up again CO-5824-8* party connections in New Y 0 rk.

Evaluation and Contemplated Flans

terview of Cd-5824-S by the agent is scheduled for Kay 8 or 9 
and will develop fist-hand information on the above matter and 
that definite plans will be worked out immediately.

It is noted that NV-A94-S believes that both he and CG-5824-S 
are not regarded in disfavor by the national office of the Com- 
runiat Party and this opinion by FV-A94-S is based on the fact 
that ISADOT£B"inN and his wife are very friendly with NY-694-S 
and his wife and would not be friendly if either NY-694-S or 
CG-5824-S were held in disfavor by the National Office. 

Since it appears the Bureau sources indicate that CG-5824-S is 
presently believed still in the Communist Party but no positive 
information has yet been developed indicating whether tula In- 
formant is held in favor or disfavor by certain individuals in 
the National office, it is believed that the best procedure to 
follow in attempting to secure this information is to allow CO- 
5624-3 to make contact through his own channels in an effort to 
determine this information. It is pointed out that informant 
has previously said he believes he can obtain this information 
but that he must necessarily do it cautiously and that t.*ls will 
take some tine. 



She second matter that will be discussed with CG-5824-S is the 
setting up of a plan for improving of his health. It 1s believed 
the suggestion of NY-694--S should be seriously considered regarding 
the necessity for a suitable oover for funds and that this cover 
may require about two months if it is to be set up. This pro- 
cedure would place control of the medical expenses in the hands 
of NY-694-S and wo Id also allow CG-5824-S to make his own plans

Approval is given to the ;plan of NY 694 -S whereby he will 
indicate to certain friends of'CG 5824-S in New York who are in the 
Communist Party thatCG 5824-S is in need of medical care and in view 
of his financial condition is in need of assistance. 

Care should be taken by NY 694-S to be certain that he contacts 
only those individuals who would be receptive to such an approach in view 
of the fact that CG 5824-S has not had any active association in the Party 
for some years. It Is possible that some antagonism may develop to such 
a solicitation in view of the pressing need for funds by the Communist 
Party itself. 

The New York Office will recall " that in a similar situation with 
another -informant solicitation of comrades was not made and the Party 
was led to believe that the informant in that case would be glad to raise 
the money on his own In order that there would not be any additional burden 
placed upon the Party. 



If NY 694-S proceeds with this plan he should maintain control 
of any money deceived in order that there can, be no questions .raised as to 
the disposition of the funds. Before NY 694-S begins any such solicitation, 
his proposed action should be made known to CG 5824-S through the New York and 
Chicago Divisions. 



Authority was previously granted to reimburse the informant for the 
doctor fee in connection with a medical examination, and it is noted that 
hospital costs and specialist fees are 1 estimated at 'from $350 to $450. In order

According to reference letter, a problem has arisen concerning 
the location of meeting places with this informant. -The informant 
believes that such locations must be constantly changed ;for security 
reasons because he -is known to thousands of Communists and ;former 
Communists in the Chicago area. The health of the informant Is such 
that .he cannot ride streetcars and it was his opinion that if he could 
be furnished with an automobile , it would be much easier : to arrange 
meeting places and he could also much- easier contact individuals In the 
Communist Party to re-establish himself and later to attend meetings. 

In view of the informant's financial condition, the Bureau was requested 
to consider the purchase of a used automobile , the cost of which would 
not exceed $750. 

The Bureau^ does not feel that such an automobile should be 
purchased and additional arrangements should be perfected to meet with 
the informant away -from his residence. If he is .not able to ride 
streetcars, you should consider the use of other public transportation, 
such as taxicabs. In reference letter it was also stated that the 
•informant has indicated he Is spending about $10 per week on Party literature 
and -if he is to assume an important position In the Party, he will probably 
spend more than $10 per week as people' in the Party will come to him for 
advice and he will be expected to know the current national and international 
Party line.

You should, of course, obtain receipts or otherwise account 
for all moneys expended under this authorization, which" may be considered 
effective July 1, .1952, and continue for a period of three months. At 
the end of one month, or by August 1, 1952, you should submit an 
itemization of all expenses incurred by the informant for which he 
has received reimbursement from your office. This information should 
be set forth in a separate letter to the Bureau under the informant's 
caption without any other data relating to his development. 

With regard to the informant's indebtedness, it may be possible 
for him to work out a solution based upon his present income from the 
Bureau, but if his obligations become pressing and you formulate some 
specific plans in regard to these debts, you should furnish any such 
plans to the Bureau in a separate communication. 

You should continue to carefully handle this informant to 
obtain the maximum benefit from his services and in the future when 
requesting authorization from the Bureau for any particular matter, 
such requests can be more easily handled if submitted in Individual 
communications and not set forth in multiple fashion. 
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
